Bengough Says: 
Buying Power

VANCOUVER, Jan. 16—(CP)—If 
the masses of the people in Canada 
have the necessary buying power 
manufacturers need not worry 
about export business, Percy Ben- 
gough, president of the Trades and 


Labor Congress of Canada, told |

Mr. Bengough said “the old story” 
about no funds is starting up again 
when citizens are clamoring for 
jobs and social security. 

The situation in Canada today is 
as critical as it was during the war 
and he added that it is up to the 
Labor movement "to carry on the 
fight” for the people who are fear- 
ful in a land of plenty. 

Talk of freedom from want is 
“just a lot of eye wash”, the Labor 
chief declared. 

“WE NEED shorter hours and 
social security in all its phases”. 

But, he warned against wildcat 
strikes and the breaking of union 
agreements so prevalent after the 
last war. The only way to achieve 
the aims of labor, Mr. Bengough 
emphasized, is through proper or- 
ganization.

Veteran Newsman ,

TORONTO, Jan. 16, — (CP) — 
Frederick Griffin, working news- 
paperman, completed arrangements 
for his next assignment. Then he 
went home and shovelled snow. In 
half an hour he was dead and a 
great reporting career ended. ° 

That was last night, not long be- 
fore the veteran war correspondent 
was to leave for Ottawa for the 
Toronto Star Weekly which, with 
the Toronto Daily Star, he served 
throughout his newspaper days.

Canada Tax Laws 
Said “Unreadable” 


TORONTO, Jan. 16.—(CP)—G. S. 
Thorvaldson of Winnipeg, presi- 
dent of the Income Tax Payers As- 
sociation, yesterday told the fourth 
annual conference of the Canadian 
Retail Federaiion that Canadian 
tax laws are “complicated, unread- 
able and un-understandable.” 

Some taxation officials—includ- 
ing “important and unimportant 
ones”—weye vested with such ar- 
bitary discretionary powers “that 
in many cases the taxes you and 
I are called upon to pay are sub- 
ject largely to the whim and cap- 
rice of officials instead of being 
determined or determinable by laws 
which can if necessary be con- 
strued by the courts.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16—(AP)— 
Senator Warren G. Magnuson 


(Dem.-Wash.) called today for ac- 


quisition of some British-owned 
island bases in connection with any 
loan to Britain, thus spreading to 
both oceans current discussions of 
future United States outposts. 

Senator Magnuson’s comment 
to a reporter came in the wake of 
President Truman's declaration 
that the United States intends to 
retain exclusive control over any 
former Japanese islands it needs 
for security in the Pacific. 

THE PRESIDENT’S statement 
amounted to a virtual directive to 
the United States delegation to the 
ane Nations assembly in Lon- 

on. 

Sen. Magnuson, however, said 
the United States should go even 
further. now toward getting the 
bases it needs both in the Atlantic 
and the Pacific—whether they be- 
long to enemy or ally. 

He said the question of acquiring 
British bases “essential to our de- 
fences”—either on a permanent or 
long-term lease basis — should be 
raised before the proposed $3,750,- 
000,000 loan to Britain is approved. 

“I don’t know why, under the 
loan, these bases can’t be thrown 
in as part of the cofsideration,” 
he said. 

“| WOULDN'T SUGGEST it if it 
involved an economic loss for Bri- 
tain. But most of them are located 
on otherwise barren islands and 
are of no commercial or military 
value to Britain or the Empire.”

Canadian-US. 
Defence Body 
Opens Meeting 


QUEBEC, Jan. 16—(CP)—The 
permanent joint Canadian-Ameri- 
can Defence Board, set up early 
in the war to map strategic defence 
plans for North America against 
the threat of foreign invasion, has 
turned to reconversion problems 
and its present task was defined 
today as “unscrambling the eggs.” 

THE DEFINITION came from 
volatile Fiorella LaGuardia, former 
mayor of New York City and head 
of the American delegation to the 
board, who arrived by air Monday 
for the board’s second meeting. 

Preceding LaGuardia and the 
American delegation were members 
of the Canadian group headed by 
Gen. A. G. L. McNaughton, former 
defence minister, who arrived by 
air Tuesday, 

New problems confronting the 
board deal with interim forces and 
eventual peace-time establishments 
of the armed services and reports 
circulating in Ottawa were that the 
matters received preliminary atten- 
tion during the visit last week of 
Gen. Eisenhower to the Canadian 
capital.

MLA to Appeal 
Taxation Case 


OTTAWA, Jan. 16.—(CP)—James 
C. Mahaffy, Calgary barrister and 
former member of the Alberta leg- 
islature, hag decided to appeal an 
exchequer court ruling that travel- 
ling and living expenses of a mem- 
ber of a provincial legislature while 
attending sessions are not de- 
ductible from his income for pur- 
poses of taxation, 

The appeal will be heard by the 
Supreme Court of Canada, prob- 
ably at its April sitting. 

The exchequer court decision was 
given No. 25 by Judge J. C, A. 
Cameron. 

THE CASE was important in that 
had the decision gone the other 
way it would have enabled all 
members of the Senate and the 
House of Commons and the pro- 
vincial legislatures to reduce their 
income tax payments considerably. 

At the recent session, members 
of parliament voted to give them- 
selves $2,000 annually for expenses 
incidental to their work as mem- 
bers. This is payable in addition to 
their indemnity of $4,000. 

The $2,000 was made tax exempt 
for private members of the Com- 
mons but taxable for cabinet min- 
isters, the leader of the official op- 
position and members of the 
Senate. 

Judge Cameron said in his ruling 
on Mr. Mahaffy's case that the ex- 
penses deductible from income 
were set out in the Income Tax Act 
and these did not include the liy- 
ing and travelling expenses of a 
member of the legislature.

An arresting feature of Alberta 
health organization is the municipal 
hospital district, of which the first 
was opened in 1919. Now there are 
more than 30, These hospitals are 
supported by the taxpayers of the 
“district” and by government grants. 
People not ratepayers may obtain 
services by paying a small annual 
sum, usually 96, 

Two years ago free hospitaliza- 
tion was instituted for maternity 
and in the fiscal year ending March | 


31 next the province will have paid 
out approximately $600,000 for this 
service. These fees paid the hos- 
pital bills of more than 16,000) 
Alberta mothers. 

ALBERTA WAS A PIONEER in 
this field, and today 90 per cent 
of the province’s maternity cases 
are cared for in hospitals. 

The war against venereal dis- 
eases js carried on by the division 
of social hygiene, and free treat- 
ment is provided at certain estab- 
lished clinics, including those set, 
up in the jails. Educational work 
in this field is carried on by bulle- 
tins, exhibits, ete., but it has been 
found that one of the most effective 
types of education is in the general 
health programs in schools. Social 
diseases has been included in grade 
X health education since 1938. 

IN PREVENTIVE work the 
division of sanitation occupies an | 
important place. Medical science 
and sanitary engineering are the 
major forces in the battle against 
disease. The provincial sanitary 
engineer examines and passes on 
all water works schemes and pro- 
posed hospital sites. 

Regular inspections are carried 
out by sanitary inspectors who are 
authorized to enter and inspect all 
public places and even private 


places where there is sufficient 
cause to suspect unsanitary condi- 
tions. Where necessary prosecu- 
tions are made for wilful violation 
of sanitary regulations. 

Dental work is carried on in all 


provincial institutions. In addition, 


dental service is included in the 
work of the travelling clinic, and 


special clinics have been held in 
many remote parts. Dental hygiene 
is also included in the work of all 
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public health nurses and of health 


districts. 

VITAL STATISTICS form the 
basis of all intelligent public health 
work. This division collects, ar- 
ranges tabulates all statistics of 
births, marriages, divorces and 
deaths in the province. 

The division of mental health was 
set up in 1931 and its work is now 
under the direction of the medical 
superintendent of the provincial

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No New Deal for Him 


The Dominion-provincial conference is 
Bcheduled to open another session on Mon- 
day, Jan, 28th. At the beginning of last 
week Premier Drew of Ontario gave out a 
12,000 word essay in which his government 
rejects the Dominion proposals absolutely, 
repudiates the principle of giving up pro- 
vincial taxes in return for Dominion sub- 
sidies, and casually outlines a different 
plan for the re-drafting of federal-provin- 
cial responsibilities and relationships, 

The timing of this presentation sug- 
pe very strongly that the purpose is to 

leadlock proceedings at the coming ses- 
sion in advance, and to give the whole 
question of revising the present set-up the 
equivalent of the “six months’ hoist”, The 
suggestion is the stronger because Pre- 
mier Drew for a year or more called peri- 
odically for a Dominion-provincial confer- 
ence but consistently negatived his own 
demands by refusing to co-operate in 
bringing about the gathering. 

The document he has finally hurled at 
the other conferees is too voluminous to 
be exhaustively studied in the few days 
which remained before they are due to get 
together. There is scarcely a chance that 
it could be properly digested and dealt 
with in the interval before some of the 
provincial legislatures are to meet, Mr. 
Drew has had months in which to formu- 
late his objections and proposals. He saw 
fit to withhold them until the eve of the 
resumed sittings of the delegates. The con- 
clusion is pretty obvious. 

Ontario is a pool into which the wealth 
of the other provinces is drained away by 
banks, trust companies and concentrated 
industry. It is easy for the government of 
that province to raise revenue; would be 
easy if it taxed only the inflow of money 
from the other provinces. Premier Drew 
doesn’t intend to give up his monopoly 
position in return for an arrangement by 
which a good part of the inflowing money 
would be piped back through federal tax- 
ation and subsidies to the provinces which 
produce the wealth Ontario imports, 


Enlightened Self-Interest 


The world hardly needed assurance 
from Secretary of State Byrnes that the 
United States will not again withdraw into 
aloofness from external affairs, as it did 
after World War One. Actions speak louder 
than words, and the presence of Mr, 
Byrnes at the meeting of the United Na- 
tions Assembly is itself proof that the 
great republic has departed permanently 
from the policy of isolation. 

None the less, people everywhere who 
value freedom and want to live in 
order and security will welcome Mr. 
Byrnes’ ringing pledge of full and whole- 
hearted co-operation in the preservation of 
peace and the elimination of war hazards, 
Without that active participation by the 
United States, the world outlook now would 
be less hopeful than it was when the 
League of Nations was established. 

Officially and unofficially the United 
States was always a well-wisher of the 
League. But it let the matter of world 
peace go at that, and adopted the tradi- 
tional policy of ‘minding its own business” 
and leaving others to do the same. But the 
“others” were not all content to do that. 
Hence came the Axis—and World War 
Two. 

The difference between the attitude of 
the United States twenty-six years ago 
and its attitude today is not the result of 
any change of ideals, but of a change in 
perspective. The Senators who blocked 
ratification of the Covenant saw no reason 
why the United States should go out of its 
way to guarantee peace among other na- 
tions. But the Charter was ratified at 
Washington the other day in the light of 
a clear understanding that unless other 
nations remain at peace there can be no 
guarantee of peace for the United States, 


Industry and Tariffs 


Canadian businessmen, including—and 
especially—manufacturers, are to be asked 
what they think about relaxing world trade 
and tariff barriers. Notice is given that 
they may now present briefs on this sub- 
ject to the special committee of the Domin- 
Jon cabinet which has been set up to study 
the question, 

The particular object, as stated, is to 
get the reaction of those engaged in in- 
dustrial operations, For the reason that a 
conference on this question will be held at 
Washington in the spring, to be followed 
by a general international trade conference 
to which Canada has been invited, 

Time was when it would have been a 
waste of effort to ask Canadian manufac- 
turers generally what they thought about 
lowering the tariff or doing away with any 
of the other road-blocks which kept foreign 
goods out of Canada. To that proposition 
they had a standing reply, which every 
person in and out of parliament knew 
without asking, 

The present proposition, however, is 
different, The question is not whether Can- 
eda should clear the way for import trade, 

of what other countries may do 


sss 


should act in concert withyother countries 
generally to free international trade of 
the obstacles which have been built up to 
prevent the flow of goods. 

The position of the Canadian manufac- 
turer is also different. He came out of the 
war with factory and plant to produce on 
a scale he never reached in peacetime. 
What to do with this new surplus produc- 
tion capacity is his problem. When the 
shortages at home are caught up in a year 
or so, he will face the choice of slowing 
down production or of finding buyers out- 
Side the Dominion for the margin which 
the home market will not absorb. 

It will be rather strange in these cir- 
cumstances if the manufacturers do not 
take the long view rather than the short 
one, and say they want a trade policy that 
will help them to get customers outside 
Canada rather than one framed merely to 
keep the home market as an exclusive pre- 
serve. The quite obvious point is that Can- 
adian industry will not be able to thrive on 
sales at home only, once the present scar- 
cities are. met. Like the farmers, the 
manufacturers are now in position to pro- 
duce for export, and must do so if they 
are to prosper. 

On general grounds, it is to be hoped 
that Canadian industrialists will take this 
long range view, If Canada is to sell its 
products abroad, whether of factory or 
farm, it will have to take goods in pay- 
ment. If the nations are to cultivate peace 
as a matter of good business—and not 
merely from a sentimental motive or be- 
cause they are afraid to do otherwise— 
they will have to trade together, and there- 
by cultivate inter-dependence one upon the 
other. Canada would be out of step with 
the progressive and peace-desiring nations 
if it did not go strongly for freer trade 
and more of it. 


People in the Argentine have been 
going through a new experience. Indus- 
trial and commercial concerns throughout 
the country closed down for three days. 
Not because the employees went on a gen- 
eral strike, but because the employers did. 
It is to be hoped the despatches will tell 
us how the consumers got along in the 
situation. The information could be useful, 
in view of the epidemic of strikes and 
strike threats on this continent. 


By way of reparations Canada is to get 
one and one-half per cent of German in- 
dustrial equipment, three and a-half per 
cent of merchant ships and inland water 
transport, three and a half per cent of 
other assets. What the goods will be worth 
in money no one cares to guess, The one 
thing certain is that these will not compen- 
Sate the taxpayers to any appreciable de- 
gree for the cost they were put to in help- 
ing to stop Hitler. ¢

Called On to Do— 


An Extraordinary Thing 


Will Hear Arguments for and Against Their Own Abolition Insofar as Canada Is 
Concerned; and They Must Reach a Decision in Unique Situation 


By James Dyer in The Vancouver Sun 


In London, this summer, an extra- 
ordinary thing will happen. The 
Imperial Privy Council will hear 
arguments for and against its aboli- 
tion insofar as Canada is concerned, 

Few subjects are more misunder- 
stood than this one of the position 
of the Imperial Privy Council with 
respect to Canada and the other 
Dominions, A few days ago we had 
the announcement in the King’s 
New Year's honors list of the ap- 
pointment of Messrs. Ilsley and St. 
Laurent to the Imperial Privy 
Council. In these days when the 
national self consciousness of Cana- 
dians is stirring, the announcement 
has caused some readers to demand 
an explanation. What, they ask, is 
the Imperial Privy Council? What 
measure of control has it over gov- 
ernment, our Canadian government 
in particular? : 

Actually, the Imperial Privy 
Council ceased long ago to have 
any control over Canada and the 
other Dominions except in one par- 


ticular—through appeals to it from 


jthe law courts on points of law 


other than criminal. Shortly before 
the war, the Supreme Court of Can- 
ada, after much argument, ruled 
that the Canadian Parliament had 
power to abolish such appeals, but 
some of the provinces, which desire 
to retain the Privy Council as a 
referee between them and the Do- 
minion on constitutional matters, 
cbjected. Therefore we have 
somewhat astonishing spectacle of 
the Privy Council being asked to 
give the final answer on its own 
competency and usefulness. 

For more than a century, appeals 
to the Imperial Privy Council from 
any court within the Empire and 
Commonwealth have not gone be- 
fore the Council as a whole, but 
before its judicial committee, Actu- 
ally, this is a committee to advise 
the King on law. It gives practical 
fulfilment to the traditional privil- 
ege of the subject to carry his case 
to the foot of the throne. It may con- 


Cleansing of Germany From Nazi Ideas Goes Well— 
In British Zone 


Care of Refugees This Winter Proves Gigantic Task But 
It Is Being Accomplished With Minimum of Friction 


From the United Kingdom Information Service 


The cleansing of Germany from 
Nazi ideas and practices goes well 
in the British zone. Nazis by the 
thousands have been removed from 


positions of temporary responsi- 
bility; and in industry and com- 
merce as well as in local affairs, 
representatives continue to be 
selected for their democratic con- 
victions, 

Up to the end of October last, 
forty seven thousand Germans had 
been removed from public or semi- 
public positions and over twelve 
thousand applicants refused em- 
ployment. Nearly two hundred 
thousand individuals had been in- 
vestigated, of whom one-third were 
removed or excluded from _ posi- 
tions of influence for Nazi activi- 
ties or sympathies or because they 
held positions under the Nazis. It 
is estimated that the problem of de- 
Nazification in the British zone 
necessitates a thorough investiga- 
tion of over three-quarters of a 
million individuals. To assist the 
military government officers, ar- 
rangements are now being made 
to set up advisory committees of 
anti-Nazi Germans with special 
knowledge of conditions under the 
Nazi regime and of individuals. 
Active consideration is also being 
given to the setting up of review 
boards of British officers to deal 
with appeals from Germans against 
dismissal, 

* * 


HITHERTO DE-NAZIFICATION 
has been mainly concentrated on 
administration, police and public 
services, but attention is now being 
given to industrial and economic 
fields. The de-nazification of bank- 
ing institutions has been completed. 
Out of a total of forty thousand 
persons nearly seven thousand have 
been removed, one thousand sus- 
pended and six hundred arrested. 
The military government aims that 
no Nazi or Nazi sympathizer shall 
be left in a position of responsibility 
from which he or she can have any 
influence over policy or personnel. 

In Hamburg alone this has meant 
the review of some thirty thousand 
in municipal employment and the 
reviewing of some sixty thousand 
individuals in industry, Over two 
hundred of the city’s police force 
have been dismissed, including 
sixty per cent of the senior officers. 
In the labor office over forty per 
cent of the staff have been removed, 
in the university thirty per cent, 
and among school teachers sixteen 
per cent, 

The remova! of Nazis from Ger- 
man economy and administration 
has necessarily been a harder task 
than the separate campaign of the 
British counter-intelligence authori- 
ties against “Nazi organizations and 


persons dangerous to the occupa- 
| ion.” Eight months ago it was cal- 
| culated that counter - intelligence | 
| would need to arrest seventy-five to 


‘eighty thousand Filiy-Live ihousand 


are now in internment camps or 
awaiting transfer. It is practically 
impossible to calculate the numbers 
still remaining to be arrested dur- 
ing the extensive populatipn move- 
ments at the time of surrender. 
Though arrests in this category are 
liable to continue for several 
months, the weekly figures have 
fallen considerably from some two 
thousand in July to six or seven 
hundred in the last week of 1945.

MAINLY TO ASSIST in caring 
for refugees in Germany this win- 
ter the British military governrnent 
is permitting the revival of four 
German warfare societies in the 
British zone. The German Red 
Cross used by the Nazis as a para- 
military service is being de-nazified 
and will assist with the billeting 
and medical care of refugees as well 
as caring for the Jews until the 
Jewish Welfare Society is set up. 

The local welfare committees to 
be formed to submit suggestions for 
welfare work to the British military 
government will include one mem- 
ber of Jewish faith, 

As for accusations that Jews in 
the British zone have been ill-treat- 
ed, Mr. John B. Hynd, head of the 
British government department for 
Germany, has given these a flat de- 
nial in London, 

“The Hohne center,” he explains,” 
is run by the British Red Cross 
Society under the direction of a 
relief detachment of the military 
authorities, The Jewish displaced 
persons maintain their own guards, 
workshops, recreation rooms, and 
sick-bay, and organize their own 
working parties and administration. 
The following fvod scale is in force: 
2,913 calories per day for nursing 
and expectant mothers, 2,849 calo- 
ries per day for workers, 2,161 
calories per day for non-workers 
and children,

“THE HOSPITAL IS administer- 


ed by UNRRA. There is an adequate 


supply of medicine and the hos- 
pital is well fitted and well run. In- 


cluded in the staff are some German 


doctors and nurses who work under 
the direction of UNRRA doctors. 
Each displaced person has 4 least 
two blankets, as have all displaced 
persons in assembly centres, and all 
have received a fresh outfit of cloth- 
ing since leaving the Belsen con- 
centration camp.

THE JUDICIAL committee 4s 
one place where ordinary points of 
law do not necessarily apply. It is 
a court of equity, where merit and 
commonsense are paramount. This 
is an essential feature, because— 
despite the common belief that Eng- 
lish law prevails everywhere in Em- 
pire and Commonwealth—the fact 
is that different parts often have 
their own systems of law. In Que- 
bec, for example, it is ancient 
French law: in South Africa, Ceylon 
and some other places, Roman- 
Dutch law; in India, justice has to 
reckon with Hindu and Moham- 
medan law. By its advocates, the 
judicial committee is regarded as a 
body which, owing to its unique 
constitution, can take the most de- 
tached view of constitutional prob- 
lems in any part of the Common. 
wealth. 


What has all this to do with 
Messrs. Ilsley and St, Laurent? 
Since neither have held high judi- 
cial office they are not eligible for 
the judicial committee of the Im- 
perial Privy Council. About all they 
get out of their appointments is the 
right to use the handle “Right Hon- 
orable” in front of their names, an 
honor common to all members of 
the IPC, 

The Imperial Privy Council, apart 
from its judicial committee, is a 
relic of the old “Crown in Council” 
which, in early English history, was 
the real government of the realm. 
As the old Council grew unwieldy 
by numbers and as Parliament grew 
in power, the importance of the for- 
mer declined, The Stuart Kings fos- 
tered the idea of a committee of the 
council, contemptuously referred 
to in its day as “the Cabal”—out of 
which grew the modern cabinet 
peculiar to the government of Brit- 
ain and the Dominions. 

** * 


IN THEORY, the cabinet is the 
working committee of the privy 
council, In all self-governing British 
countries the cabinet, subject, of 
course, to Parliament, is the real 
governing body. The privy council 
in modern times, according to the 
Encyclopedia Britannica, “may be 
described as a purely formal body, 
meeting on purely formal occasions 
to transact purely formal business”. 

Canada has its own Dominion 
Privy Council which has nothing 
to do with the one in London. It 
has, at the present time, about 90 
members, former Canadian cabinet 
ministers—all of them entitled to 
the title “honorable”, for life.

Forest Pets Not Always 


Safe When Taken Out of Own Environment

The young of wild animals have 
avery strong appeal for the average 
person. Like babies, they appear 
so helpless and dependent they 
command sympathy and seem to 
solicit care. In their immature state 
they are “terribly cute,” and this is 
frequently sufficient excuse for 
seizing them and carrying them off 
as pets. Every year a considerable 
number of baby animals are taken 
from their native habitat by well 
meaning but ill-advised persons and 
held in captivity in an environment 
which is foreign to their nature. 

One of the principal points over- 
looked when these “cute” little 
mammals are taken home as house 
hold pets is the fact that—if they 
survive the transposition from their 
natural surroundings in the artifi- 
cialities of human existence—they 
ultimately grow up, and are then 
neither as cute nor as docile as 
when very young. In fact, the older 
they become the more cantankerous 
grow their dispositions. At this stage 
they are potential “booby” traps 
loaded with dynamite, which are 
liable to go off on the sligtest pro- 
vocation.

RECENTLY the depariment re- 
ceived a letter requesting that steps 
be taken to remove a buck deer 
from the civilization it has enjoyed 
for several years and return it 
to the wild, or otherwise dispose 
of it. The story is that it was found 
by one of the local farmers ap- 
parently helpless and deserted. 

It was then a mottled fawn, soft 
to the touch, attractive in appear- 
ance and with an appealing look in 
its eyes. It would surely die if left 
to its own resources, reasoned the 
farmer, pAXcking it up and carrying 
it home. There were young folks 
at the home and plenty of milk 
to satisfy its normal appetite, so 
before long it was apparently happy 
and contented. In a short time it 
had the run of the place without 
any restraints; in fact, it very fre- 
quently sauntered into the village, 
where young and old delighted in 
making a fuss over it. It permitted 
the boys to tease it and the girls 
to pet it without any signs of re- 
sentment; in short, it became one 
of the attractions of the community 
for residents and visitors alike. 

This fall it began following the 
children to school, but it was quite 
noticeably becoming restive. It be- 
gan to resent the teasing of the boys 
and the petting of the girls. Nature 
was beginning to assert itself over 
and beyond the life to which it 
had become accustomed. The call 
of the wild was stirring its emotions, 
and the challenge to combat for 
pride of possession was slowly per- 
meating its otherwise docile disposi- 
tion. : 

It was as if it had suddenly 
realized the strangeness of its en- 
vironment, and that these poor hu- 
mans were no longer a part of its 
life. It followed them as a matter 
of course, but resented their familia- 
rities. This resentment began to 
assume a serious aspect, and it was 
in order to prevent accident or 


being asked to remove this one- 
time pet to new and more natural 
surroundings. 

* * * 


CASES OF savage attack by so- 
called pets are common. There is, 
for example, the story of one of the 
department's inspectors known fa- 
miliary as “Reg.” For several years 
a pet buck deer had been a part 
of the scenery at the Ontario Fur 
Farm at Kirkland. One fafl morning 
at an early hour Reg was scouting 
around within the farm when he 
was suddenly attacked by his pet 
deer, and in his haste to get out 
of its way he tripped and fell. In a 
trice the deer was upon him, jab- 
bing with its antlers and scraping 
his body with its forefeet. The in- 
spector grasped the antlers with all 
the strength he possessed and tried 
to hold off the maddened aniinal, 
in an effort to prevent himself from 
being gored to death, The minutes 
seemed hours, and the savagery 
of the attack was almost overpow- 
ering. His clothes were ripped, and 
those vicious tines had thrice pierc- 
his stomach, but he still fought 
on, 

A sudden distraction caused the 
deer to halt for a moment and 
the inspector was able to crawl 
behind a tree and finally stag- 
ger back to the farm dwellings, As 
a result of this unexpected en- 
counter he spent almost three weeks 
in hospital and another three weeks 
recuperating. . 

Then there are the bear cubs, 
chummy and amusing little fellows, 
who will eat ice cream cones and 
drink pop with as much gusto as 
the average boy. Soon they, too, 
grow up nursing a grouch against 
the fate which has confined them 
to a cage or anchored them to the 
same barren and unattractive spot. 
At this stage they are becoming 
dangerous and the call goes out to 
have them destroyed,

Lord Greenwood as Canadian mem- 
bers of the Imperial Privy Council--

It was kept 
chained to a dog kennel, and fed 
with bread and milk, After a time, 
il was noticed that the fox never 
seemed to eat while it was being 
watched. It was assumed that it 
did eat the food, however, because 
the pan was usually empty. This 
went on for several weeks before 
a thick mat of chicken feathers was 
found in the back of the kennel. 
The wily animal had been leaving 
the food in the pan to attract chick- 
ens within reach; the chickens were 
eating the bread and milk, and the 
fox was eating the chickens, 

The animal having become a 
nuisance had to be killed.”

ALL THIS is just by way of sug- 
gesting that these “cute” baby ani- 
mals are better left in their own 
environment, If it is obvious that, 
owing to wounds or other physical 
conditions, they are liable to die, 
temporary care is in order, They 
should, however, be released as 
soon as they are able to care of 
themselves and while they are still 
“wild.” The law of the jungle is 
harsh, but it is part of nature's 
plan for the survival of the fittest, 
and every animal unnecessarily 
withdrawn from its natural environ- 
meant means a loss to the wild life 
of the district.

final warning to “contract-jumping”

LONDON, Jan. 16—(CP)—The 
request that the death sentence im- 
posed on Maj.-Gen. Kurt Meyer, 


Nazi SS divisional commander, be 
commuted to life imprisonment, 
was made by Maj.-Gen Chris Vokes 
of Ottawa, commander of the Can- 
adian occupation army, after Gen. 
Vokes had rejected an_ earlier 
petition by Meyer against the sen- 
tence, it was learned at Canadian 
military headquarters here today. 

THE SENTENCE of the military 
court at Aurich, Germany, which 
decreed that Meyer be shot follow- 
ing his conviction of responsibility 
for the slaying of 18 Canadian 
prisoners, carried no recommenda- 
tion for leniency and Gen. Vokes 
apparently decided at the time that 
the death penalty was justified, a 
military spokesman said. A further 
and more detailed review of the 
case has led to the commutation 
decision. 

The death sentence can not be 
reimposed and the only further 
possible alteration in the present 
sentence would be a further miti- 
gation, the military spokesman 
said, 

A statement Monday announcing 
the commutation said the confirm- 
ing authority — Gen. Vokes — had 
deemed it fit to ease the verdict 
since Meyer had been found not 
guilty of issuing any direct order 
for the shooting of the Canadians. 

GEN. VOKES convened the Can- 
adian military court at Aurich 
which convicted Meyer on three of 
five charges in connection with 
atrocities committed shortly after 
the launching of the Normandy in- 
vasion, and sentenced him to be 
shot to death. 

Meyer's petition against the sen- | 
tence was disallowed by Canadian 
military headquarters later, but no 
date was set for the execution 
pending Gen. Vokes’ final decision. 

It is expected Meyer will be 
transferred to the United Kingdom 
Shortly for dispatch to Canada 
where his sentence is to be served. 


THINKS COMMUTATION

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Charge Martin Bormann Conspired 
For Elimination of Christianity

NUERNBERG, Jan. 16.—/held 
(BUP)—The phantom Martin "oe 


Bormann was accused before 
the war crimes court today 
of conspiring with his fellow 
Nazi leaders to “insure the 
elimination of christianity.” 

BORMANN, MISSING and likely 
dead but nevertheless being tried 
in absentia, was the target of to- 
day's evidence in the prosecution of 
individual defendants. 

Naval Lt. (jg) Thomas F. Lam- 
bert Jr., of Detroit, Mich. opened 
the prosecution of Bormann, dep- 
uty of the Nazi party and right 
hand man of Adolf Hitler after the 
flight of Rudolf Hess to Britain. 

“He was one of the principal 
architects of the Nazi conspiracy,” 
Lambert charged. 

HE SAID BORMANN instituted 
Germany’s reign of terror in 1935 
with an order to all party agencies 
to report to the Gestapo all per- 
sons who critized the Nazis. 

Accusing Bormann of evincing 
an ultimate aim of eliminating 
Christianity, Lambert introduced 
the Nazi leader's letters and orders 
demanding the exclusion from the 
party of scientists who were Christ- 
jans, as well as Christian clergy- 
men and theological students.

WHAT DOES “HYPER” MEAN? 

Many of my readers have prob- 
| ably been puzzled in trying to un- 
| derstand the meaning of the term | 
| “hyper”, which term is often used | 
| as a medical prefix. When you see 
“hyper-” placed at the beginning of 
|a word, it means “above” or “be-| 
yond”; thus hyperacidity means the! 
presence of an amount of acid 
above the normal. However, a very 
simple way to remember the mean- 
ing of the prefix “hyper-” is to re- | 
call it as meaning “too much.” 

For example, hyperthyroidism re- 
fers to the secretion of too much 
thyroxin, a substance secreted by 
the thyroid gland. In this state, the 
thyroid is over-active and because 
too much thyroxin is poured out, | 
metabolism is speeded up, the pa-| 
| tient loses weight, the heart beats 
too rapidly, and the patient becomes 
very nervous. This abnormal ac- 
tivity and the gland becomes irri- 
tated as a result of these toxins. 
| Because the thyroid is working 
| overtime, the excess secretion 
| thrown out by the gland will burn 
|up food materials about as fast as 
| they are assimilated. The abnormal

SINCE 1897, the number of 
branches of the Order has increased 
from two, one in Halifax and one 
in Vancouver, to 100 branches 
across the country, employing more 
than 400 nurses, she continued. 

The aim of the Order is to pro- 
vide skilled nursing care on a visit 
basis for patients ill in their 
homes, with a physician in attend- 
ance. All people are eligible for the 
service, whether they can pay or 
not, and irrespective of age, race, 
color, or creed. 

The Victorian Order of Nurses 
has its head office in Ottawa and 
Miss Elizabeth Smellie is chief

In 
Edmonton there are fully qualified 
public health nurses, who not only 
give efficient home nursing care, 
but also teach the patients and 
their families the proper pro- 
cedures between the nurses’ visits. 
Also special training in public 
health is helpful to the nurses, in 
teaching new mothers how to care 
for themselves and their babies, in 
the right way. 

Three nurses in two cars made 
6,400 visits to nearly 1,300 patients; 
a considerable increase over last 
year; 29 per cent of these visits 
were to give bedside nursing care 
to patients ill in their homes, for 
either short or long periods. Those 
who have been ill a long time re- 
ceive weekly or bi-weekly visits 
from the nurse, while others are 
visited daily until they are better. 
Fifty-three per cent of all visits 
were made to teach new mothers 
the care of their infants, and to 
supervise the health of both mother 
and baby for several weeks. 

OF ALL these visits made in 1945, 
5 per cent were paid for by insur- 
ance companies; 31 per cent paid 
the full fee of $1 and 13 per cent 
paid part of the fee, amounts vary- 
ing from 25 to 75 cents; and 51 
per cent were free visits. 

This last group of visits include 
calls on expectant mothers, and to 
weigh new babies, for which no 
charge is made. Also included, are 
many calls to give nursing care to 
patients unable to pay for the ser- 
vice. To enable the nurses to make 
all these free visits. and also the 
part pay visits, the Order belongs 
to the Edmonton Community Chest. 

Besides nursing activities, the 
Edmonton Branch, has several other 
projects. Every Friday afternoon 
in the YWCA clubroom, there are 
prenatal classes to which all ex- 
pectant mothers are invited. During 
the year there were 51 classes, 136 
mothers were enrolled, and the total 
attendance was 768. 

THE VICTORIAN ORDER has 
always been vitally interested in 
the training of public health nurses, 
and student affiliation is an import- 
ant part of the program. During 
1945 22 student nurses, from the 
Royal Alexandra hospital, observed 
| the work for a short period, and 13 
post-graduate students, taking the 
public health course at the Univer- 
sity of Alberta, each had two weeks 
field work with the nurses. Also 
ja talk and demonstration of Vic- 
|torian Order work is given each 
year to the senior nurses in the 
city hospitals. These talks are also 
given to interested clubs in Ed- 
monton whenever the opportunity 
presents itself. 

The organization, like all others, 
is not self sufficient, and the nurses 
are most grateful for the co-opera- 
tion in their work, which is receiv- 
ed from all the other social agen- 
cies in the city. The nurses offer 
the public a 24-hour service. 

The number of visits made to the 
families of the men who served 
during the war is still Increasing. 
In 1945 nearly one-third of visits 
were to the families of servicemen, 
Mrs. Sellhorn concluded. 

THE CLUB VICTORIAN is an 
auxiliary to the Victorian Order of 
Nurses. With a membership of 15 
young women, the object of the 
club is to purchase supplies for the 
nurses and to assist them in any 
other way possible, Mrs, Allen said. 

Owing to wartime restriction, 
members undertook only one pro- 
ject each year. This year, it was 
in the form of a tea and a sale of 
work, held in October, in the Em- 
pire room. From this $150 was rea- 
lized, Of this amount $46 was spent 
for nurses’ supplies. The bank bal- 
ance at the beginning of 1945 was 
$142, At the end of 1945 the bal- 
ance was $222. 

Every Friday afternoon members 
of the club serve tea at the pre- 
natal classes held in the YWCA 
club room. 

Club members packed 12 ditty 
bags for the Navy League, and sent 
4 generous hamper to a needy fam. 
ily at Christmas. Members also 
spent one day each month in the 
Stamp Bar.

Keeps Tab on 


There is a “little black boon” 
maintained at the Edmonton office 
of the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board in which is recorded the 
names of merchants and private 
citizens who have transgressed regu- 
lations imposed under the price 
ceiling and rationing regulations, 
which have held the line so rigidly 
against soaring costs of living in 
Canada. 

COVERS OF THE BOOK were 
opened for the first time Monday 
by Elmer Logan, who is now chief 
enforcement counsel for the board, 
having succeeded R. Bruce Hall 
early in the new year. 

On the pages thus revealed is 


the name of every person against | 
whom the board proceeded for price | 


infractions or for breaches of ration 
regulations in 1945. There are more 
than 450 entries. 

The book also shows disposition 
of each case, and indicates that 
while there were some dismissals, 
fines totalling more than $46,750 
were paid through the year into the 
public treasury, a total which more 
than doubles the results of prose- 
cutions by the enforcement officers 
of Manitoba, according to a state- 
ment recently issued to the press 
in Winnipeg. 

FINES RANGING from the as- 
sessment of court costs only, to a 
princely $5,000, paid by a car dealer 
for continued and flagrant breaches 
of price control regulations, An- 
other car dealer was assessed $4,009 
for his eagerness to make a quick 
profit. 

Authorities seem to have frowned 
on the “black market” activities of 
car dealers with special severity, 
since nearly all fines of over $1,000 
were against those who had sold 
cars well above ceiling prices or 
against those who had been caught 
violating gasoline or tire regula- 
tions. 

Those who have been planning 
to take advantage of loosening 
of tire ration regulations to boost

them would be ended when it was 
announced that tire rationing is no 
longer in effect have cause for 
serious reflection with the an- 
nouncement that when gas ration- 
ing ended in August of last year, 
prosecutions under that heading did 
not énd, 

SEVENTEEN PERSONS were 
haled before the courts for infrac- 
tions of gas rationing regulations 
after the ration had been lifted, 
The same thing is promised for 
those who hope to escape court 
proceedings for tire ration infrac- 
tions. 

While fines were not as large 
for other forms of business as they 
seem to have been for garage men, 
grocers and butchers came in for 
their share of difficulties, one man 
in particular paying $500 for some 
mishandled sugar coupons. 

Butchers who exceeded price cell- 
ings paid fines. generally ranging 
from $20 to $250. 

INFORMATION ON excessive 
rents came to the attention of the 
board largely through the plaints 
ot dissatisfied tenants, whose land- 
lords would not willingly lower 
|rents to the prices assessed as rea- 
| sonable by the department concern- 
ed. 

Information is garnered by 19 
| special investigators who have look- 
/ed into and adjusted “thousands of 
‘eases of rationing and price infrac- 
\tions” according to Mr. Logan who 
says that only comparatively few 
{cases were taken to court. 
| CHIEF INVESTIGATING officer 
for the year was W. E. Clark, who 
has now become Mr. Logan’s chief 
| assistant, 

In many cases RCMP officers 
have been responsible for the ap- 
prehension of offenders against 
|the board's regulations.

Hears Evidence 
Highway Death 


A six-man coroner's jury were | 
told how a truck, described by 
witnesses as travelling “very fast” | 
and “at a good rate of speed,” | 
struck and killed a 61-year-old 
Stony Plain woman on New Year's | 
Eve at an inquest held Tuesday | 
afternoon into the death of Mrs. | 
Margaret (Enders) Holm 

VERDICT RETURNED by the| 
jury stated that Mrs. Holm “died | 
on way to Misericordia hospital, Ed- 
monton at approximately 7 p.m. on 
Monday Dec, 31. Death was caused 
as a result of her being struck by 
a truck owned and operated by Wal- 
ter Wocesak, Stony Plain, Alta, the 
accident taking place at a point 
about four miles west of Winter- 
burn on the Jasper highway at ap- 
proximately 6:30 p.m. on the above 
date.” 

According to evidence produced 
at the inquest, Mrs. Holm was re- 
turning to her home in Stony Plain 
from Edmonton. She was riding in 
a car driven by her son, John. 
Shortly after passing Winterburn, 
the son stopped the car in order 
to help a motorist out of the ditch. 

Story of the accident outlined 
at the inquest by witnesses showed 
that Mrs. Holm got out of her son's 
car when he stopped at the side of 
the highway to aid another motorist, 
Paul Stallenecht of Huggett, near 
Breton, get out of the ditch. When 
he arrived at the scene a car driven 
by Fred Spady of Stony Plain had 
already stopped. 

WITNESSES STATED that Woca- 
ack showed no signs of slackening | 
speed as he neared the accident. He | 
first hit the door of Spady's car, | 
then Mrs. Holm and finally crashed 
into a car owned by James Thachuk 
of Evansburg. The truck ended up 
in the ditch. 

Mr. Holm stated that his mother 
got out of the car when he stopped 
at the side of the highway. He saw 
her go to the back of the car near 
the ditch, he stated. “I remained in 
the car waiting to give help to the 
ditched car,” Holm related. He stat- 
ed that he saw the approaching 
truck “quite a ways off. It came 
so fast he didn't have time to do 
anything.” 

THE YOUNG MAN SAID he| 
flidn’t see the truck hit his mother, | 
but jumped out of the car after | 
the truck had passed and foun 
his mother lying on the highway. | 

Mrs. Elizabeth Stallenecht, stat- 
ed that she was standing on the} 
running board of her husband's car, 
which was in the ditch, when the 
truck passed. She said that she saw | 
Mrs. Holm on the road just as the | 
truck hit her. “She was knocked | 
as high as the radiator,” Mrs. Stal- | 
lenecht stated, then added “after | 
that I heard another bang, then 
all was quiet.”

1941. 

Several experimental _ stations 
were working in the United States,
